COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 22.—Cool 
weather prevaled in Missouri dur­ 
ing the week ending September IS. 
with temperatures in the low' 4"’h 
generally, and in the 10’s in several 
localities on several of the days of I 
that week, according to the latest 
report and crop bulletin by George 
Reeder, meteorologist, of the V. S. 
Department of Agriculture Weather 
Bureau, stationed at the University 
of Missouri. 
The lowest tempera­ 
ture reported for tho week was 33 
degrees above zero in Putnam Coun­ 


ty, and a few reports indicated that 
light frosts formed i n a 
few* 
low 
places, but there was no damage, 
according to the report. 
Weather 
and crop conditions are shown by 
the report as follows: 
“ There was less 
sunshine 
than 
usual; and showers fell on two or 
three days. 
The total fall for the 
period ranged between one and two 
inches over the northwest sections 
amounts were moderated to light, 
mostly 
less 
than 
one-half 
inch. 
There is sufficent soil moisture for 
present needs, except more rain i3 
needed in some of the Southwest­ 
ern counties. 
On the 
whole 
the 


weather was favorable for farming 
interest-. 
“Except a small acreage, corn is 
p artially matured. 
The 
season’s 
weather has been favorable for corn 
and the crop is better than normal 
in all sections save the southwest 
and most of the Ozarks where Aug­ 
ust droutht damaged it somewhat. 
Much has been cut and shocked; 
an*! silo filling is general. 
“ Tho ground, as a rule, is in fine 
condition, and about three fourth of 
wheat land Is prepared for seeding. 
?omn little wheat has been seeded, 
but as a rule farmers will postpone 
sowing it to escape Hessian fly dam­ 
age. Pastures are rather poor in the 


southwest but fair, to good, in other 
parts of the s ’ate. 
There was little 
rain in tho southwest section and 
much alfalfa and other hay was cut 
and stacked. Most late forage crops 
are fair to good. 
“There la a fair apple crop, and 
picking is well underway, 
in Bates 
County there is an unusually large 
crop. The grape crop is good except 
cut short by dry weather in Taney 
County. 
Despite the cool weather 
the southwest cotton crop made sat­ 
isfactory progress; 
tho 
bolls 
are 
opening, and picking has begun.”

Ills father was a Greek and his 
mother a believing Jewess. 
On his 
mother’s side at least, lie had a godly 
ancestry. 
Usually tile mother makes 
the son. Two generations of maternal

grandmothers 
were back 
of 
Timothy. 
How thankful we ought to 
be to God 
for 
a godly 
ancestry. 
Christian heredity and training con­ 
stitute the essential elements for a 
Christian life. 
II. 
Timothy’s 
Training 
(II 
Tim. 
1:5; II Tim. 3:14-15). 
His wise and faithful mother and 
grandmother carefully nurtured him 
in God’s Word. 
He knew the Scrip­ 
tures from his childhood through their 
training. 
The faith which came to 
him from his grandmother through his 
mother did not come through the laws 
of heredity, but through careful train­ 
ing and teaching. 
Grace is not rea­ 
soned by the laws of heredity. 
The 
factors Involved in his training were 
godly ancestors, a Christian home, and 


ti diligent study of the Scriptures. 
III. Timothy’s Call (Acts 10:1-3). 
1 While on Paul’s second missionary 
Journey in company with Silas, Tim­ 
othy was found at Lystra near Derbe. 
Perhaps he had been converted on 
Paul’s first missionary journey, but 
hearing a favorable report of him by 
the brethren, Paul took and' circum­ 
cised him so as not to offend the 
Jews, because his father was a Greek. 
This was not contrary to the decision 
of the Jerusalem council. 
It was a 
case where conciliation could be made 
without compromise of truth. 
From 
this time to the end Of Paul’s life, he 
and Timothy were boon companions. 
They were as a loving father and a 
dutiful son. 
IV. Timothy’s Character Reticent. 
1. Of a Retiring Disposition. 
II 
Tim. 1 :6. Timothy had received a gift 
from God at the hands of the apostle, 
but it needed to be stirred up, that is, 
fanned into a flame. 
Such a tempera­ 
ment would mature In touch with a 
great personality like Paul. It Is high­ 
ly important that everyone store up 
Hie gift which God has given unto him. 
2. Courageous. 
II Timothy 2:1-8. 
Having been stirred up, he was freed 
from the spirit of fear and deliberately 
identified himself with Paul in 
his 
sufferings and trial. Courage is great­ 
ly needed in doing the Lord’s work. 
3. Faithful. He tarried In the diffi- j 
cult field of Ephesus through many 
years. 
He was the only man of the 
needed fidelity to minister to the I’hil- 
ippians. 
(Philippians 2:20). 
The se­ 
cret of his faithfulness in sinh a posi­ 
tion was his fidelity to the Word of 
God. 
V. Timothy’* Ministry. 
1. As a fellow-missionary with Paul. 
(Phil. 2:22). 
2. As pastor of a church at Ephesus. 
Here he labored for many years tact­ 
fully Lieeting the difficulties id that 
great church. 
The Christian minister 
should believe in the Scriptures as 
God’s Word and be able to rightly dl- 
vide it so as to meet the needs of 
those who hear him. This is the only * 
way to meet the difficulties that arise 
in the pastor’s labors.

We live in the midst of blessings, 
till we are utterly insensible of their 
greatness, and of the source from 
which they flow.
